1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Species I: Directed toward the first embodiment, described as an "assembly 
standard information management system" on pages 33-1 15 of the specification. 
Specific to this species are claims 4, 15-17, 20, 26, 37-39, 42, and 45-48. 

Species II: Directed toward the second embodiment, described as a "simulation 
cooperating work assignment system" on pages 1 16-173 of the specification. Specific 
to this species are claims 5, 19, 27, 41 , and 49-87. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, claims 1-3, 6-14, 18, 21-25, 28-36, 40, 43, 44, 
88, and 89 are generic. (Please note that future amendments to the claims could 
invoke future restriction requirements. For example, the Examiner notes that there are 
multiple subspecies of Species I. Potential subspecies include the three different routes 
for setting manhours disclosed on pages 69-70 of the specification. Additionally, 
another potential subspecies relates to the two different methods for dividing work, as 
disclosed on pages 88-95 and 102-1 12 of the specification. Claims 45-48 are 
specifically directed toward the parallel division of work, as disclosed on pages 92-95 
and 111-112 of the specification; therefore, by election of Species I, Applicant will have 
effectively elected this particular subspecies by original presentation.) 
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Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims 
readable thereon, including any claims subsequently added. An argument that a claim 
is allowable or that all claims are generic is considered nonresponsive unless 
accompanied by an election. 

Upon the allowance of a generic claim, applicant will be entitled to consideration 
of claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include 
all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 CFR 1.141. If claims 
are added after the election, applicant must indicate which are readable upon the 
elected species.
